Washington, April 16.—(Special.)\—The new 
rule to count a@ quorom will be reported to 
the house from the committee on rules to- 
morrow. It was cmpleted today. It is un- 
like Reed's old rule, in that this provides for 
the appointment of tellers who shall stand 
at the clerk's desk and count those mem- 
bers present and not voting, while under 
Reed's rules. the speaker himself did the 
counting. The public will quickly grasp 
the distinction. Under this rule there can 
be no counting of hats or members who 
are in the restaurant or in committee 
rooms. The two tellers will be of different 
political parties. Hach will be a check upon 
the other and only members present in the 
hall of the house can be counted. 

The new rule will not provide for fining 
members. That is already a law. It has 
never been enforced, but hereafter the 
sergeant-at-arms will be required to en- 
force it. When members understand it is to 
be enforced and their salaries are to be de- 
ducted the rule to count members will not 
be necessary On Many occasions. 

Speaker Crisp fought Reed’s tactics in 
counting a qourum in the fifty-first con- 
gress. 1t will be remembered, however, 
that the fights made against Reed was 
when he counted a quorum before he had 
the authority of the house to do so—before 
the house had adopted his rules. At that 
time, acting under all the precedents of 
the past in the house of representatives, he 
believed the counting of a quorum by the 
speaker to be unconstitutional. He likewise 
believed it was placing too much arbitrary 
power in the hands of the speaker. This 
latter objection is ratified in the new rule 
by the placing of the power im tellers. 

The former objection was overruled by 
the supreme court. That court declared 
the counting of members present and not 
voting to make a quorum was constitu- 
tional. 

A Question of Procedure. 

As the court has so decided and the 
republicans can and are blocking all busi- 
ness of the house, the speaker believes the 
democratic majority is thoroughly justified 
in adopting such a rule. It is a mere ques- 
tion of proceduré. No principle is inwolyed, 
Under such procedure only can relief be af- 
forded to the peopie, and the speaker, as 
well as the great mass of democrats, be- 
lieves that the party owes it to the coun- 
try to adopt rules, provided they ere corsti- 
tutional, that will enable the house to do 
business. 

The chances are that a quorum of demo- 
erats will be present tomorrow. The talk 
of tining them has caused a grand rush of 
absentees toward the capitol. liven the ten 
that have gone to Senator Vance’s fureral 
will net be missed, for there are enough 
to make a quorum without them in the city. 

Rut a inurge number of democrats seem 
ready to bolt the caucus action and vote 
against the new rule. Their only reason is 
because it looks like an endorsement of 
Reed's ruies. 

Speaker Crisp is determined that there 
shall be no more long delays in the house. 
No time will be lost in adopting the new 
rule and it will be enforced every time it is 
necessary. The house will do business. If 
there be any delay in the conclusion of 
this congress it will be due to the senate 
and not to the house. 
Breckinridge Receives a Frost. 

W. Cc. P. Breckinridge appeared on the 
floor of the house this morning. 

He was shunned.by the great mass of 
members, though a few shook his hand as 
he passed among them. No demonstra- 
tion of any kind was made. It is probable 
that he will go to Kentucky at once to 
enter his canvass for re-election. 

Iix-Congressman George T. Barnes, of 
Augusta, arrived today and will be in 
Washington severa! weeks. 

Haines Contirmed Last Week. 

The Savannah special published in Sun- 
day's Constitution, and which was also 
sent to other papers, announcing that a 
fight was being made on the confirmation 
of Mr. George Haines, the postmaster at 
Savannah. was unfounded. Mr. Haines was 
promptly coniirmed last Thursday. The 
special stated that the fight was being 
made cn him on the ground that he was a 
member of the American Protective Asso~- 
ciation, and it was reported that Senators 
Walsh and Murphy were opposed to his 
confirmation, which -was entirely incor- 
rect, 

Savannah was several days behind in get- 
ting the news of Mr. Haines’s confirma- 
tion. There was no question about it, and 
it went through without any trouble. 

The Senate and the Sugar Trust. 

The senate seems to have laid down its 
hand again to the sugar trust. Some of 
the leading senators became alarmed at 
the implied threats in Senator Hill’s speech, 
and, in their eagerness to catch every pos- 
sible vote to pass the tariff bill, have, it 
'S said, agreed to give the trust even more 
Protection thin it now lus in the Dill, pro- 
vided the trust people will excrt their ef- 
forts to put the bill through. High protec- 
tion on sugur will catch Populist Peffer’s 
Vote. He is after protecting the beet su- 
Sar producers of his state. 

With the votes of Peffer and the other 
two populist senators the votes of Hiil 
and Murphy could be dispensed with. Pro- 
tection to the trust, of course, catches 
Brice, McPherson and Smith, who are 
among the other so-called ‘“‘conservatives.” 
Thus, under this new agreement, the Dill 
Cannot be defeated by Hill, even if he 
Should endeavor to do so. But no one who 
Knows Hill believes he really wants to de- 
feat the bill, even if the income tax goes 
in it. Hill simply wants to cut out the in- 
come tax features. But, even if they are 
but in, he may vote for the bill. 

Of course this new proposed deal is meat 
to the sugar trust. The insiders of that or- 
Eanization scem to feel sure it will go 
through. Yesterday they were so confident 
of it they sent sugar stock up four points 
and may yet run it way above par. 

Certainly some lively scheming is go0- 
ing on about the senate these days. 

While the southern senators don’t like 
the idea of a very high duty on sugar with 
4 wide discrimination in favor of the re- 
fined product, they are willing to concede it 


= to make sure of the bill. They hold there 
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, e Measure simply rather than 
srant a high duty on sugar.

With sugar, 

Reserved His Decision. 

The argument in the Savannah and West- 
ern case before Justice White was conclud- 
ed this morning. 

The Central also asks that the court order 
the receiver of the Savannah and Western 
to issue $334,000 of receiver's certificates to 
the Central for amounts paid by it to 
Operate the Southwestern, in addition to the 
earnings of the latter. There is also a 
dispute over the rolling stock. Justice 
White took all the papers in the case and 
reserved his decision. In the urder issued 
by the justices Saturday in the South- 
western case it was provided that all of 
the $181,000 that the Central was ordered 
to pay Over to the Southwestern, except 
the $20, 000 for attorney’s fees, should be 
deposited With the Iarmer’s Loan and 
lrust Company, of New York, to await the 
further order of the court. This simply 
means to await the decision in the tripar- 
tite bond case, which is to be heard in 
the circuit court of appeais in New Orleans 
in May.

MORE FROM BLUEFIELDS. 
The Presence of the Murderer of Wil- 
son Causes Excitement. 

New Orleans, April 16.—The steamship 
George Sealey arrived today from Buiue- 
Nelds, Nicaragua, bringing news to April 
lzth. The Picayune’s correspondent writes: 

“On the evening of the 6th instani, 
a small schooner arrived from Greytown, 
bringing mail and several Nicaraguan offi- 
cialis. Among these, to the great surprise of 
even Lacayo, was the Wilson murderer, 
Norburt Arguello, late acting governor of 
Rama. So soon as it became known that 
this cowardly assassin was in town the 
citizens began to congregate in groups of 
five, ten and twenty persons, when one 
could hear, with che click of a pistol: ‘Yes, 
the murderer is here.’ 

“As the Nicaraguans suspected that the 
pecuiiar movements of the Americans 
meant something to a finish, the assassin, 
Arguello, was hastily placed under arrest 
and has been since conrined in the private 
room of the governor of police. 

“It would seem that Arguello escaped 
from Rama to the interior, wnere he was 
safe beyond a doubt. His adventure here, 
in connection with other matters trans- 
piring, is a part of a play being made by 
Lacayo; therefore, unless the commander 
of the United Staies warship San FI rancis- 
co—provided she gets here—makes a de- 
mand for his execution, 1 am sure Arguello 
will never be placed on trial for the murder 
of William Wilson. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that an example be made with this 
cold-blooded murderer, so that these -Nica- 
raguan officials may understand that the 
lives ‘and property of American citizens 
must be respected. ae 

“I regret to add that in thé mail brought 
here by the same schooner. came a tele- 
gram trom United States Minister Baker, 
dated the ist, to United States Consul 38, CU. 
Braida, informing him that the governor 
of Nicaragua had revoked his exequatur 
and tor hita, the hon. 8. C. Braida, to look 
up his orticial pooks and papers and await 
further orders. The invaders and miserable 
were jubilant over this additional

insult to the flag-of the United States and 


openly boasted that Lacayo had drowned 
Braida; “Tat the Americans. must submit 
to the laws of Nicaragua and that Carlos 
A. Lacaye will never permit Robert Henry 
Clarence, chief of the Mosquito tndians, to 
resuine the control of the municipal and 
nutional aifairs of Bluefields and the Mos- 
quito reservation. 

“It is rumored that the exequatur of the 
British consul, Mr. Bingham, has also been 
revoked. Owing to the british consul’s 
action, while here, these people do not 
believe that the Nicaraguan officials would 
ever object to Mr. Bingham, and, up to 
this moment, the rumor lacks confirmation. 
Her Majesty's ship Magicienne is still here, 
having relieved her majesty’s ship Canada 
on tne morning of the éd instant. Captain 
A. C. Clark, her commander, came ashore 
this morning, and among other good things, 
while speaking of the absurd actions of 
these Nicaraguan officials, remarked: ‘“Gen- 
tlemen, if you would wish to know what 
Lacayo and his henchmen are likely to do 
tomorrow, just think of the most idiotic 
officialism possible and that would be about 
what they will perform.’ 

“Therefore, wnile the town is quiet this 
evening, we don’t know what the morrow

He Seeks Uruguayan Protection, but 
There Is a Disagreement. 
Montevideo, April 16.-(Copyrighted, 18, 
by the Associated Press.)--As exclusively 
cabled to the Associated Press Saturday 
afternoon, the rebellion of Admiral DeMel- 
lo against the government of President 
Peixoto has completely collapsed and the 
capture of the rebel admiral by the fleet 
of President Peixoto is looked upon here 
as being offly a question of a few hours. 
Admiral DeMello, atter sustaining a se- 
vere defeat at Rio Grande City, losing trom 
400 to 500 men, succeeded in putting to sea 
with the Republica and transports and at- 
tempted to make a landing in the depart- 
ment of Rocha, Uruguay, intending to sur- 
render his whole torce to the Uruguayan 
authorities. But at the last moment, a dis- 
agreement took place between the rebel 
admiral and General Salgado, aud the lat- 
ter, accompanied by 400 unarmed, sick and 
wounded, almost starving men, landed 
upon Uruguayan territory and tendered 
his submission to the Uruguayan authori- 
rede led to a report that Admiral De Mel- 
lo had himself surrendered to the authori- 
ties of Uruguay as General Salgado was, 
for some time, mistaken for the leader of 
the rebellion, who, however, elected to 
remain on board the insurgent ship, Re- 
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THE COURT UPHOLDS WAITE. 


He Had the Legal Right to Remove 
Martin and Orr. 

Denver, Col., April is.—The long fought 
police board contest ended today with the 
decision of the supreme court which up- 
hclds Governor Waite’s claims that he had 
the legal right to remove Martin and Orr. 
A writ of ouster was ordered and the de- 
fiant members given until tom srrow noon to 
give possession to Mullins and Barnes. The 
costs of the proceedings were taxed against 
the retiring membefs. The opinion reviews 
the history of the case and declares that the 
defendants could not legally show that they 
had been removed for political reason when 
the cause alleged was stated in writing and 
was, upon its face, a just cause for remov- 
al. The answer made by them was held 
to be insufficient in law. 

This ends the case, as 
retire gracefully, yet still asserting that it 
is all a political scheme. The new board 
met informally today and decided to name 
H. M. Behymer chief, Dan Oswaid first 
lieutenant and William Roberts fire chief. 

A cortest among the populisis, however, 
is on and this programme is liable to be 
changed tomorrow.

THE CEREMONIES AT WASHINGTON

Raleigh, N. C,, April 16.—Raleigh is pre- 
paring to receive and to pay fitting honors 
to the remains of Senator Zebulon B. 
Vance here tomorrow. This morning bis 
honor, Mayor Badger, called a special 
meeting of the board of aldermen to make 
Suitable preparations for the reception of 
the remains and for their wescurt to the 
capitol, where they will lie .n state. 

A public meeting of citszens was called 
for tonight at the city hall to pay proper 
tribute to. the memory of Senator Vance, 
and similar meetings are being held in 
Various towns all over the state. All 
prominent buildings here hive been draped 
in mourning, imecluding the capitel, city 
hall, hotels, capitol club and ethers. Many 
prominent men are already ga:heied here 
to pay their last tribute to the dead 
Statesman.

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CEREMONIES IN THE SENATE, 


Distinguished People Present—Address 
of Dr. Hoge. 

Washington, April 16.—The funeral cere- 
monies of the late Senator Vance, of North 
Carolina, absorbed the attention of the sen- 
ate today. The opening prayer by the blind 
chaplain, Mr. Milburn, was devoted entirely 
to the subject. It was in these words: 

“QO, eternal God, with our hearts we come 
to the foot of Thy throne, while the funer- 
al knell sounds through the capitol an- 
nouncing the death of another senator— 
while North Carolina mourns the departure 
from here of a beloved and honored son, 
and the nation feels’ the loss. We bless 
Thee for his large native powers, skilled in 
the wide experience of public affairs, and 
for his genial numor enriching and illum- 
ining all subjects he touched, making him 
kindly with his kind, by virtue of which 
he shed the influence of a wise and bdenefi- 
cent counsel and character on his native 
state, and, by virtue of his place in this 
chamber and the land at large. Grant to 
the widow and children under this sore be- 
reavement, the early comfort which can 
come to human hearts at such times—unh- 
shaken faith in Thy holy gospel, and the 
consolation and sympathy of Thy beloved 
son. As the earthly part of one of our 
brothers has entered on the border of the 
invisible world, grant that we may hear 
from Thy lips, ‘Blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord.’ Yea, saith the spirit, for 
they rest from their labors. We humbly 
pray through Jesus Christ, our Savior. 
Amen,”’ 

Resolutions of Sorrow. 

Mr. Ransom then offered the usual resolu- 
tions, declaring the great sorrow with which 
the senate has heard of the death of Mr. 
Vance; providing for a committee of nine 
senators for superintending the fu- 
neral today; for the removal of the 
remains from Washington to North Caro- 
lina in charge of the sergeant-at-arms and 
attended by the committee; that the pro- 
ceedings be communicated to the house of 
representatives, and that that body be in- 
vited to attend the funeral and to appoint a 
committee to act with the senate commit- 
tee. The resolutions were agreed to and 
the vice president announced the appoint- 
ment of the senate committee as fullows: 
Messrs. Ransom of North Carolina, George 
of Mississippi, Grey of Delaware, Black- 
burn of Kentucky, Coke of Texas, Chandler 
of New Hampshire, Dubois of Idaho, White 
of California and Manderson of Nebraska. 

further resolutions were offered by Mr. 
Ransom and agreed to, ordering invitations 
to be extended to the president of.the Unit- 
ed States and the members of his cabinet, 
the chief justice and the associ- 
ate justices of the supreme court of 
the United States, and major general com- 
manding the army and the senior admiral 
of the navy, to attend the funeral today. 

Senators Morrill, Sherman, Harris and 
McPherson were appointed by the vice pres- 
ident as pallbearers, and then a recess was 


When the senate reassembled at 3:30 
o’clock the alleries were pacgked with eager 
spectators, the ladies generally wearing 
somber costumes. The seats on the floor 
had been rearranged, the chairs of senators 
being brought together more closely than 
usual, and over a hundred plain oak-color- 
ed wooden chairs being placed in the lob- 
bies at the rear of the two sections. Large 
leather, crimson colored upholstered. arm 
chairs for the family of the dead senator 
to the left of the vice president, and for the 
president and members of his cabinet to 
the right, stood within the area. -On the 
secietary’s desk was an ‘mmense fioral 
piece, representing the broken trunk of a 
galix tree, a North Carolina growth, around 
which roses and other flowers were twined. 
And along the walls at close intervals were 
ranged potted plants of palms and ever- 
greens, with two tall North Carolina pines 
on each side of the vice president’s chair, 
and a tall palm in the recess behind it. 

Mrs. Nellie Grant Satoris, Generai Grant’s 
daughter, occupied a front seat in the gal- 
lery to the east of the reporters’ gallery. 


Bearing in the .Casket. 


At 5:50 o’clock the casket containing the 
remains of the dead senator was borne into 


present stood up while Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote was conducted to his place. 

The president, who appeared to be fairly 
well and active, took his seat in a red 
morocco covered arm chair at the head of 
the line of chairs in the first row. Next to 


him sat Secretary Gresham, of the state 


department, and then came Secretaries 
Carlisle, Herbert, Smith, Morton, Postmas- 
ter General Bissell and Attorney General 
Olney. 

At the end of the row Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote sat, and near him Bishop Keane, of 
the Catholic university. 

The religious observances were begun 
with prayer and the reading of scriptural 
selections by Rev. Dr. Moses D. Hoge, of 
Richmond, Va. 

Dr. Hoge’s Address. 

Dr. Hoge then began his funeral address. 
The shadow of a great sorrow, he said, 
falls on this chamber today. The bloom 
and fragrance of the spring, the sunsh:ne, 
bright and clear, bring no delight to 
our eyes, and no cheer to our hearis. What 
are all the genial aspects of nature; what 
are even those important concerns which 
occupy and so much that agitate us in our 
daily life; what are all to us just now when 
all around we see those badges of mourn- 
ing, those tears of grief, when we behold 
that bier and remember who it is that 
lies under it. Suddenly called upon, on an 
occasion so solemn and before an assembly 
so algpust, I feel that there is but one topic 
which becomes one in my position; only 
one theme about which it is proper for me 
to speak. The first requirement for the 
highest and the most symmetrical develop- 
ment of everything that is noble in the 
character of a public man, whether a sol- 
dier, a sage or a senater is a sincere, con- 
sistent, heartfelt piety. Piety towards God 
is the surest incentive to the full dis- 
charge of all du@y towards men. It is the 
truest and most unfailing inspiration of 
honor, the strongest safeguard of 
personal integrity, the most effi- 
cient and in the pursuit and 
in the attainment of whatsoever 
things are true and just and honest and 
lovely and of good report. I stand here to 
afiirm that the man who lives perpetually 
as under his great taskmaster’s eye, who 
believes and who remembers that God is 
now the witness of his conduct, and will 
be his final judge, is the man who will 
ever be the most fearless in meeting his 
responsibilities, and the most faithful in 
the discharge of all his trusts. He is the 
man who will be most elevated over what- 
ever is most ignoble and narrow and seifish, 
because the ends which he aims at are 
those of his country, his God and truth. 
And now, when I remember on whom this 
bereavement has fallem with its heaviest 
weight, oh, what can ji do? what can we 
all do, but to take up in the arms of our 
faith and Christian sympathy and affection 
those who are most bereaved and commend 
them to the Father of Mercy, to the God 
of all comfort—commend them to the tender 
care of Jesus, lover of souls, and never so 
full of sympathy as when his children are 
punished with sorrow, 

The preacher recalled the scene of Masil- 
lon, the famous French divine, preaching 
a funeral sermon before a French king 
and declaring, after his eyes had wandered 
over that scene of pride and mocking van- 
ity until at last they settled on the bier, 
where dead royalty say beneath the pall, 
“there is nothing great but God.’’ Today, 
continued the preacher, this chamber, by 
a solemn dispensation of providence, has 
been converted into a “lodge of sorrow,”’ 
and in this audience are those occupying 
the highest posts of authority and influence 


in the land, and yet, how all temperal dis- 
tinction are now forgotten and 
the great themes of controversy and strife 
which absorb and agitate us, appear in- 
significant in the presence of the dead, in 
the presence of the living God. ‘There is 
nothing great but God.” 

In conclusion Mr. Hoge recited the hymn: 

“My God and Father, while I pray, 

Far from home on life’s rough way; 

Oh, teach me from my heart to say: 

‘Thy will be done.’ ” 

The benediction was pronounced by Chap- 
lain Milburn; and then the coffin, with the 
remains of the aead senator, was borne out 
by capitol police, attended by the honorary 
pallbearers and the committee of the two 
houses. 

The invited guests left the chamber in the 
inverse order of their arrival. 

The funeral procession was tormed on the 
eastern plaza, from which the train was to 
start for Raleigh, N. ~., at 10:43 o’clock. 

The senate, soon after the ceremonies, 
adjourned till tomorrow. 

At the Vance Mansion. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the members 
of the senate and tne house committee ap- 
pointed to attend the funeral reached the 
Vance residence on Massachusetts avenue, 
and a few mnutes later the casket was 
placed in the hearse and taken to the 
capitol under their escort. Eight capitol po- 
licemen, under a lieutenant, acted as body 
bearers. There were no services at the 
} house. At half-past 3 o’clock Mrs. Vance 
fand the members of her family left the 
Vance residence for the capitol. 

This afternoon a delegation from Raleigh 
called on Mrs. Vance to request that the 
senator’s remains be interred in their city, 
but Mrs. Vance decided not to change her 
original intention to have the burial at 
Asheville, where Senator Vance some time 
ago selected a site for his grave. 

The House Attends the Funeral. 

The death of Senator Vance was referred 
to in eloquent and appropriate terms by 
the chaplain in his Opening prayer. 

A recess of twenty minutes was taken on 
motion of Mr. Henderson, of North Caro- 
lina, pending the receipt of a message from 
the senate conveying the resolutions of 
that body over the death of Senator Vance. 

When the house reassembled at 12:3u 
o’clock the senate resoluttons expressing re- 
gret at Senator Vance’s death was read, 
thereupon Mr. Henderson, of North Caro- 
lina, offered the following resolution: 

‘“‘Resolvec, That the house has heard 
with profound sorrow the announcement of 
the death of Hon. Zebulon Baird Vance, 
late a senator from the state of North Caro- 
lina. 

“Resolved, That the speaker appoint a 
committee of nine members to act in con- 
junction with a committee of the senate to 
make the necessary arrangements and ac- 
company the remains to the place of burial. 

“Resolved, That the house accept the in- 
vitat:on of the senate to attend the funeral] 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 

“Resolved, That a recess be taken until 
3:40 o'clock this afternoon, at which time 
the house will proceed in a body to the 
senate chamber to attend the funeral, and 
upon the conclusion thereof return to its

TO TALK ABOUT RAILROAD WRECKS 


Delegates to the State Medical Associa- 
tion Coming on Every Train. 
Other Railroad News. 


The Central Railroad Association of 5ur- 
geons will have a convention today at the 
Kimball house. 

The convention will be called to order in 
the breakfast room of the Kimball house at 
10 o’clock. 

This associajtion is the only organization of 
railway surgeons in the state and is com- 
posed of all surgeons in the service of the 
Central railroad system. 

The Central railroad and its operated 
lines have more than fifty surgeons con- 
stantly employed. They reside in various 
towns along the lines in the states of Geor- 
gia, South Carolina and Alabama wherever 
the Central reaches.

In this way they 
make their meetngs entertaining and at the 
same tme instructive. 

Dr. A. C. North, of Newnan, is president 
of the Central Association of Railway Sur- 
geons; Dr. J. T. Darby, of Americus, is sec- 
retary, and Dr. Howard J. Williams, of 
Macon, is chairman of the committee on 
programme.

JUDGE LAWSON EXPLAINS 


How It Is That Wall Street Has the 
Country by the Leg. ; 
Washington, April 16.—(Specijal.)—In re- 
sponse to a query Judge Lawson said today 
that he expected to be a candidate for re- 
election: if the’ people in his district were 
satisfied with his course in congress. 


“Do you think that con s will carry 
out the Chicago platform?’ was asked. 

“Certainly 1 do. As far as practicable 
it has carried it out. 1. It has repealed the 
federal election laws. 2. The house has 
passed a tariff bill reducing taxes and it 
will, no doubt, gO ‘nrougs the senate. 3. ‘The 
ot gap tes ay rte bills provide for the reduction 
of expenditures. 4. The purchase clause of 
the Sherman law has been repealed. 

“The last act was demanded by the 
platform, and was right in itself, though 
many people disa ve it. That law re- 
quired the monthly purchase of a given 
quantity of silver bullion and its storage 
in the treasury until such time as it could 
be coined for the redemption of the treas- 
ury notes that were issued in payment for 
it. It was supposed that the purchase of 
that quantity of silver would advance its 
bullion value to its coin value, and that 
the treasury notes which were created for 
the purpose of paying for the bullion could 
then be redeemed in silver dollars coined 
from the bullion. But contrary to expecta- 
tion silver continued to decline and every 
purchase of the government resulted in loss, 
and the secretary of the treasury decided 
to pay these treasury notes in’ gold. In 
other words the treasurer decided that jus- 
tice and good faith required the government 
to redeem these notes at precisely the same 
value that it received for them when they 
were first issued. Enough silver was pur- 
chased under this law to coin over $200,000,- 
000, and owing to the low price to which 
silver bullion had declined, to the fact that 
all the nations of the earth, except Mexi- 
co, China and Japan, had ceased to coin 
silver, and to the further fact that the 
purchase of silver and the issue of treas- 

under the law were 

without limitation as 

the capitalists of this 
country began to insist that the 
credit of the country could not sustain so 
much paper money, and that, in conse- 
quence, we would descend to silver mono- 
metallism and be unable to redeem our 
paper money in gold, which is the money 
of commerce everywhere. They, therefore, 
began to hoard gold, and -gold certificates, 
and to draw from the treasury on green- 
backs and the treasury notes mentioned, 
its gold reserve which was held for the 
security of its paper money. The effect of 
this movement was to contract the cur- 
rency, to alarm men of large business en- 
terprises and to bring on the panic. ‘The 
law which was intended by its promoters to 
expand the currency and to augment the 
value of silver had, after an experience 
of three years, precisely the opposite effect. 

It seems to me then that the first impulse 
would have favored its repeal. Business 
men in their own affairs, when they find 
the pursuit of any given scheme unprofita- 
ble, or detrimental to their interests, usual- 
ly turn about and adopt other measures as 
soon as possible. The democrats in the 
house did so, but in the senate the delay 
was so long that the country lost much of 
the advantages that would have been de- 
rived from prompt action. 

“We may insist that the capitalists were 
wrong in their conclusions. erhaps they 
were. I think that they were. But they 
had the money, they had the power to do 
what they proposed to do, and neither the 
president nor congress could prevent them. 
The wisest thing that we could do, there- 
fore, was to remove the temptation and de- 
prive them of any excuse for withdrawing 
their money from circulaticn. 

“The capitalists had the power, if per- 
sisted in, to withdraw every dollar of the 
gold reserve in the treasury. Un- 
der the Sherman law they had 
power to Sell silver for treasury 
notes at one window of the treas- 
ury and immediately demand gold in pavy- 
ment of the notes at another and their 
Claim, or pretended claim, would have 
brought this country to silver monometal- 
lism, than which no gryeter financial ca- 
tastrophe could befall it. That means that 
the value of all silver coin and the silver 
certificates (and we have but little other 
money at the south) would at once fall to 
the bullion value of silver, that fs to say, it 
would lose more than one-half the purchas- 
ing value it now has as money and all bet- 
ter money would vanish from circulation. 
rhis is not speculation. The fact is plainly 
demonstrated by the condition of Mexico, 
where silver monometallism prevails today. 
and of other countries in like condition. 
The Mexican silver dollar contains more 
pure silver than the United States silver 
dollar, and is, therefore, of greater value 
aS a commodity of commerce, yet one Unit- 
ed tSates silver dollar in Mexico is worth 
as coin, and will pass current-for, two Mex- 
ican silver dollars, I mean to say that it 
will buy twice as much in Mexico as their 
own dollar, which is richer in silver. Why 
is this so? Because the Mexican dollar. 
though a legal tender, only passes, in the 
purchase of articles for what the silver in 
it is worth, while the United States dollar. 
though not a legal tender in Mexico, passes 
for its bullion value plus a sufficient amount 
in United States credit to raise its value to 
100 cents. There is no credit behind th: 
Mexican dollar to supplement ts bullion val- 
ue, ‘Dut the United States has pledged the 
world to maintain its gold and silver coins 
on a parity with each other and has the 
ability to make good the pledge. The t¥nit- 
ed States silver dollar has 48 cents of silver 
and 62 cents of credit in it, and so long ag 
its credit is good the silver dollar will be as 
good as any other dollar. If the govern- 
ment were to refuse, or fail in its ability 
to .maintain the parity our silver money 
would at once fall to its bullion value, or 
as some inaccurately express the same phe- 
nomenon, gold would appreciate in value 
Its legal tender quality would remain but 
one-half; its purchasing power would bs 
lost. Gold is the money of internationa’ 
commerce, made so by the great bankers. 
the Jews, a race without a flag and without 
a country, yet, who by shrewd financiering 
have captured every flag and every coun- 
try. I believe that this country can float a 
much larger amount of silver money than 
it now has and hence I have repeatedly 
voted for the free coinage of silver and re- 
cently voted for the Bland bill over the 
president’s veto. By the way, I would like 
to tell you when we have time why I think 
ihe Veto a great mistake.” 

“Why don’t congress carry out the bal- 
ance of the platform relating to the coinage 
of silver? 

“Because to the extent that it is practi- 
cable to carry it out nobody wants it done. 
i: a: « free coinage platform but 
rovides conditions to govern the coinage 
. Gold and silver may both be coined with- 
out cost of mintage, but the ‘dollar unit 
of both metals must be of equal intrinsic 
value.’ That means that there must be a 
dollar’s worth of metal in both dojlars coin- 
ed. The siiver dollar thus coined would be 
more than twice as heavy ds our existing 
dollar. 2. 1f less than a dollar’s worth of 
metal is put in. the dollar its value and 
currency and equality with gold must be 
guaranteed by ‘safeguards of legislation.’ 
That means that the treasurer must have 
power to buy gold, if necessary, to sustain 
the credit of the government while carry- 
ing money whose real value is far below 
its coinage value. There is not a free sgjJ- 
ver advocate in congress who would vote 
for either one of these propositions and 
hence I say that the passage of the Bland 
bill was the nearest approach to the plat- 
form, and it does not become the friends of 
silver to abuse us for not doing more. 
3. The platform also provides that the value 
of the coin may be ‘adjusted through in- 
ternational agreement;’ that is, that it 
shall be sustained by the credit of the 
agreeing nations, irrespective of its rea] 
value. If all the mints in the world were 
open to the free coinage of silver there is 
no doubt that it would maintain a definite 
ratio in value to gold. If the mints of one 
country alone could maintain its value in 
free coinage, then the Mexican dollar woulda 
be worth more, not less, than the United 
States dollar.

URGES SECESSION. 


Plea for Establishment of a New Gov- 
ernment of Western States. 
Lincoln, Neb., April 16.—The text of a re- 
markable letter, addressed to Governor 
Waite and the legislature of Colorado is 
made public by the press of 
this city. The author 1s a resi- 
dent of Oklahoma, but formerly of Lincoln. 
It is a call for the secession of all states 
west of the Mississippi, and its author 
claims it will be signed by prominent men in 
Texas, Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado and other states. What action Gov- 

ernor Waite will take is mere conjecture. 
The letter reviews the history of the 
United States for the past twenty-five years 
and suggests that the country is too un- 
wieldly to be governed by one executive. 
The interests of the western states are an- 
tagonistic to those of the east, and the sil- 
ver of the former has been legislated into 
a valueless commodity. The country surg- 
es with communistic doctrine and the poor 
are crying for bread. Before the S's slaves 


-enriched their owners by their labors, but 


today the white slaves of the west are 
struggling to fill the capacious maws of 
eastern plutocracy. 

It states that the remedy lies in the disso- 
lution of the union and the organization of 
a separate government in the west. Make 
Galveston the New York of the new repub- 
lic; call a session of congress and withdraw 
peaceably if possible, but if force is neces- 
sary the west is just as well equipped as 
the east and will be able to fight its own 
battles. 

The letter advises that its views are coin- 
cided in by leading men in twenty western 
states, and the signers believe that secession 
is the solution of the labor, silver and the 
western problems. 


PRINCESS OF WALES. 


The Unfortunate Lady Said to Be 
Insane. 

New York, April 16.—The Mail and Ex- 
press's London cable says: 

“The whereabouts of the princess of 
Wales and her two daughters this spring 
is shrouded in mystery; in fact, the 
secrecy and evident celerity and dispatch 
with which the princess left England the 
day after the second drawing room, which 
she attended, has given rise to much g08- 
sip as to its possible or probable cause. 

“I heard from absolutely unimpeachable 
authority that she has become wuite in- 
curably and harmlessly insane, and that 
she imagines she is traveling about in 
search of the body of her dead son. 

“She has recently become almost com- 
pletely deaf, although she has, of course, 
always been troubled with imperfect hear- 
ing. She sits for hours without speaking 
to any one, and her attention cannot be 
attracted by any manner whatever, by 
either her daughters or her attendants. It 
is thought likely that she will never appear 
in public in London again, and many are 
the conjectures as to the duchess of York's 
fitness for. taking her place as the leader 
of fashion and society. oe 


THE PACKWOOD MURDER TRIAL 


Third Week—F. J. Packwood on the 
Stand. 

Fla., April 16.—Today marked 
the beginning of the third week of the 
trial of Jenkins, McRae and Clinton, ac- 
cused of the Packwood murders. F. J. 
Packwood was recalled and swore that 
Miss Bruce would have become his wife 
soon had she not been murdered. There 
have been insinuations that Mr. Packwood 
and Miss Bruce were unduly intimate and 
it was supposed that the defense would 
push the witness on this line, but it did not. 
Mr. Packwood broke down as he told about 
the kindness Miss Bruce had shown his boy, 
who was her nephew. 

Henry Williams, a negro preacher, was 
called and said that while in jail with Jen- 
kins he (Williams) had asked who had 
committed the murders. Jenkins replied: 
“Oh, well, courthouses can’t tell who burnt 
them and dead people can’t tell who killed 
them. I would have my throat cut before 
I would give it away.’’ 

The state here announced that it closed 
and a recess was taken until tomorrow, 
when the defense will begin the introduc- 
tion of testimony. _

MATTERS IN MACON 


The Petitions Presented by Hon, 
Louis F. Garrard 


AGAINST THE SOUTHWESTERN COMPANY 


Forthe Payment ofa Large Sum to New 
York Bankers—Bibb Superior 
Court—Other Gossip. 


Macon, Ga., —

n the 
United States court at Macon by Hon. 
Louis I. Garrard, of Columbus, as at- 
torney for sundry persons it is evident that 
he is not devoting all of his time to his 
canvass for the United States senatorship. 
it is a coindicence that Hon. A. oO. Bacon, 
another candidate for the United States 
senate, will have to defend the suits 
brought by Mr. Garrard. 

The Constitution yesterday morning  re- 
corded the fact that on Saturday Mr. Gar- 
rard filed in the clerk’s office of the 
United States court at Macon as attorney 
for A. Jselin & Co., bankers of New York, 
a petition against the Southwestern com- 
pany for the payment of $65,000 and interest, 
wh.ch suit grows out of the endorsement 
by the Southwestern of bonds of the Macon 
and ufaula railroad. Now Mr. Garrard 
comes forward anc files a petition for the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, of New 
York, aaginst the Southwestern for $200,000 
besides interest. The petition shows that 
the Montgomery and Eufaula railroad 
issued $1,500,000 of bonds bearing date July 
1, 1879, payable to Moses Taylor or bearer 
ut the National City bank, of New York, 
July 1, 1909. Each bond is in the sum of 
$1,000 with interest at 6 per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually. On July 1, 
1898, the interest coupons were not paid, 
and again payment was defaulted on the 
interest coupons due January 1, 1894, though 
paymendy was demanded. The petitioner 
claims that the defendant, the Southwest- 
ern Railroad Company, of Georgia, on the 
Ist of July, 1879, for value received and in 
accordance with the resolution of its board 
oi directors, guaranteed in writing on each 
of said bonds the payment of the same, and 
of the interest .coupons attached thereto. 
The coupons were presented for payment at 
the National City bank, of New York, when 
the same became due and payment thereof 
demanded of the said Montgomery and 
Kutfaula Railroad Company and payment 
was refused. Whereby, and by reason: of 
the promises aforesaid the Southwestern 
Ratlroad Company became ‘iable for and 
S now due to the petitioner the sum afore- 
said with interest. The petitioner further 
shows that by -he tersns of said bond 
that in case of non-payment of any Lalf 
yearly interest which shall have Leccme 
payable and shall have been dema: cea at 
the National Vity bank, of Nevr York, and 
said default shall hive continued tor six 
months after the maturity of said interest, 
then the principa: ci each bond as wel as 
such interest in arrears shall become im- 
mediately paya>le by reason of such celault 
without regurd to the time mentioned for 
payment of said principal anc by te son 
of the terms aforesaid. The petit.eLer says 
that the entire amount: meniiconed in esaid 
bonds has become due and payable with 
interest of said past due interest from the 
date of its maturity. 

The petitioner then goes on to state 
facts in relation to the lease of the South- 
western on the 4th of June, 1869, by the 
Central Railroad of Georgia, and that the 
earnings of the Southwestern are merged 
With the earnings of the Central raiicoad, 
and states the terms of the Central rail- 
road in paying dividend to the stockholders 
of the Southwestern—not a fixed annual 
amount, but a dividend which was to bear 
to the dividend paid to the Central railroad 
stockholders a ratio of 8 to 10, that is to 
say $8 for each share of the Southwestern 
railroad stock for $10 paid on each share 
of its own stock, and that no semi-annual 
dividend so declared and paid to the stock- 
holders of the Southwestern Railroad Com- 
pany to be less than at the rate of 7 per 
cent per annum on the par value of each 
share of stock. That the Southwestern 
Railroad Company, in order to increase its 
own business and of its lesser road, agreed 
to a plan of the Central railroad to possess 
and control the Montgomery and Eufauia 
railway, thereby securing the extension of 
the Southwestern railroad from Macon, Ga., 
by way of Eufaula to Mo.:tgomery. On 
the 12th of June, 1879, first mortgage 
bonds amounting in all to $1,500,000 and se- 
cured by a deed of trust to the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company were guaranteed 
and endorsed »y the Central Railroad and 
3anking Company of Georgia and the 
Southwestern Railroad Company by their 
respective board of directors. The entire 
issue of said bonds was delivered to the 
Central railroad and to the Southwestern, 
and that a direct benefit followed and in- 
ured to the Southwestern Railroad Company 
by reason of the guaranty aforesaid. 
Whereby the Southwestern road became 
indebted to the petitioner, and the peti- 
tioner asks tlal the Southwestern. be re- 
quired to make answer to the petitioner's 
complaint at the next term of court. 

Judge Bartlett's Charge. 

Bibb superior court convened this morn- 
ing, Judge C. L. Bartlett presiding. The 
grand jury was sworn in and Mr. Willie G. 
Solomon was elected foreman of the jury. 
Judge Bartlett delivered to the jury one of 
the ablest and most interesting charges 
ever heard in Bibb superior courtroom. He 
told to the jury in no uncertain manner 
what their duties are and he pointed out 
to them certain violations of law which 
should be their special care to stop. He se- 
verely scored gambling and said it must be 
stopped in this community and the gam- 
blers punished whenever founc. He also 
specially called the attention of the jury 
to violations of the liquor law and said 
selling liquor on Sundays and selling to 
minors must be suppressed. He also de- 
Voted some of his charge to certain Jjus- 
tices of the peace who have been exacting 
too high costs and have been oppressive of 
the poor, and have also employed as bailiffs 
men who are not bonded officers. After 
receiving the charge and organizing, the 
jury adjourned until next Monday morning, 
When various matters will be presented 
for their consiteration.

The general counsel for 
the company is visiting this section for the 
purpose of filing suits against all infringers 
of the trademark ‘“cottoline,’’ and this is 
the first one of the series. Similar suits 
will be brought at other points.

FAILURE IN ATHENS. 


Mr. Rafe Reaves Goes Down Before the 
Prevalent Hard Times, 


ASSETS $200,000; LIABILITIES $300,000 


The State Normal School Has Reooived an 
Appropriation — Colonel Pike in 
the Race for Judge. 


Athens, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—Mr. Rufe 
Reaves has failed and with liabilities run- 
ning over a quarter of a million dollars. 

This is the biggest failure Athens has 
ever known and Georgia has not had a 
larger one in many years. The news spread 
rapidly this morning and it bore great sor- 
row to hundreds of hearts. 

There has never been a greater financial 
Surprise in this part of Georgia. Mr. 
Reaves’s mame has always been synouno- 
mous with success. 

Seeing that his assets could not equal 
his liabilities Mr. Reaves has mortgaged 
everything he has in favor of his creditors 
and has left himself not a cent. To him, 
more than any one else, does the sympathy 
of this entire community go out. The 
mortgages covering property in Clarke 
county amount to $108,621. 

A general mortgage on the Fontenoy farm 
and stock in Greene county, given to the 
National bank, Exchange bank and Univer- 
sity bank, of Athens, and a number of 
smaller creditors, amounts to $60,000. There 
are other mortgages wn property in Ogle- 
thorpe and-Oconee counties. 

The liabilities will be about $300,000, with 
assets nominally $200,000, valuation con- 
sidered high.

goes abroad. ‘Some very well-known 
business .men entertain this view, and 
protest against all such transactions 
with fiery vehemence. 

As a mater of fact, however, the 
holders of gold in this country proftt by 
every shipment of the precious metal 
that is made, The only sufferer is the 
United States treasury, which, under 
Mr. Carlisle’s policy, pays out its re- 
serve fund to redeem silver notes. The 
Lazzard Brers (for instance) find that 
they can sell gold in Europe for a 
premium. They take the silver notes 
of 1890 to the treasury, draw the gold 
out, and sell it in Europe for a profit. 

We pointed out the other day that 
the course of the continental exchanges 
pointed to a draft of gold on London, 
but London has taken advantage of 
the situation here and draws the gold 
from the United States treasury. It is 
true that the New York banks furnished 
a part of the four millions shipped last 
Saturday, but they know that they can 
replenish their stock from the treasury 
at any time. 

The fact that gold exports would be 
renewed has been known in banking 
and financial circles for weeks, and it 
has been known in the inner rooms 
of the subtreasury at New York. It 
has been known, also, to those who are 
aware that Austria has completed her 
arrangements to float a. gold loan of 
$18,000,000, which finishes up her scheme 
of “currency. reform.” 

When Secretary Carlisle made a visit 
to New York, week before last, he 
knew that a draft would shortly be made 
on the reserve fund in the treasury, 
and we are not surprised, to see a 
statement made in The New York 
Evening Post—an organ of the gold 
interest—that he took occasion to sound 
certain prominent bankers in regard to 
another bond issue. 

The confidential agent of a prominent 
Wall street bank says that the secre- 
tary approached several prominent finan- 
ciers—if bankers can be ealled financiers 
in the strict sense of the term—and dis- 
cussed a proposition for a new bond 
issue. The agent says that the bankers 
told Secretary Carlisle they would be 
willing to take another issue of $50,000,- 
OOO at the same figure they paid for the 
last, but they would go no higher. The 
secretary expressed himself satisfied, 
and we have no doubt he renewed his 
assurances that no more silver would 
be coined—not even the seigniorage. 

The arguments that Secretary 
lisle employed, according to the 
fidential agent aforesaid, who breathed 
his information into the ears of a Te- 
porter of The Evening Post, were very 
interesting. The secretary pointed out 
that for the nine months ending March 
Sist, last, the expenditures had exceed- 
ed the receipts by fifty-five millions. 
For the month of March, expenditures 
exceeded receipts by seven millions. 

There will be some heavy expendi- 
tures before July 1st, and in July there 
will be, in addition to current payments, 
an expenditure of about seven millions 
for interest on bonds. So there you are! 
The people’s treasury at the mercy of 
the organized money power, and Wall 
street pulling the secretary’s leg for 
another bond issue! More debts and 
more interest for the people to pay, 
and heavy aditions to the burdens of 
taxation! 

What more can the people want? 
They asked for reform and relief, and 
they get the quintessence of republican 
injustice and oppression. Sut every 
voter in the country should bear in 
mind that the democratic party is not 
responsible for this condition of affairs. 
At the proper time those who are demo- 
crats may be depended on to wash 
their hands of the foul business. which 
has resulted in wrecking the. financial 
policy of the democrats.

A Big Florida Industry. 

In the ‘Titusville, Plu., Star, Mr. H. 
W. Richards has an interesting letter 
about pineapple industry. 

Mr. Richards claims that the pineap- 
ple lands around Kden, I'la., ought to be 
worth $1,000 per acre becnuse a man 
purchasing land at that price would be 
able to make 40 per cent on his invest- 
ment at the end of several years. The 
crop is easily cultivated and the purchas- 
ers will gather it without putting the 
owner to any trouble or expense. 

Men of experience agree with Mr. Rich- 
ards about the profits of pineapples, but 
they say that his valuation of land is 
altogether too high. Good land can be 
purchased in Florida at from 8100 to 
$200 per acre, and at this rate the pine- 
apple grower can make a profit of from 
300 to 400 per cent on his investment. 

The matter is worth investigating. 
Oranges have been worth millions to our 
Florida friends, and it may be that they 
will find as big a bonanza in the pine- 
apple. : 


What Banker Clews Thinks. 

Mr. Henry Clews, the New York 
banker, is satisfied that we have reached 
the bottom, and that the ecouniry is 
moving upward again. 

He says that our people have reached 
the point where they refuse to he scared 
any longer, and that recuperation is 
under way everywhere. The shock from 
the falh in silver and wheat is over. 
The debtors have suffered the worst 
that was in stare for them, and the 
time has come to go in debt again; end 
we may expect to see good marketable 
properties soon become scarce. Mr. 
Clews says 

Those who hesitate to launch out into 
business urdertakings now will be run over 
by competitors. It is a survival of the fit- 
test in the coming contest. It is not going 
to be in the future scarce money, but it is 
going to be scarce securities and comgno- 
dities. In other words, not enough to go 
around to meet the coming demand. Wall 
street offices are bare of stocks; merchants’ 
shelves ere bare of goods; manufacturers 
are bare of raw material. The next panic 
in this country will not be on the selling 
side, but on the buying side, to pick up 
everything that is cheap. Stocks will im- 
prove in prices by degrees hereafter, be- 
cause there is more money in Wall street 
than stocks. 

The banker predicts that silver and 
grain will continue to rise for some time 
to come. We must take his predic- 
tions,. however, with many grains of 
allowance. He is a gold standard man, 
and views the conditions of the past 
two years with the greatest possible 
satisfaction. It may be that he is 
| talking to his eastern friends. Time will 


be required to test his views, so far as 
the south and west are concerned. 

In this immediate region, the ha:d 
times are practically over, but we owe 
no thanks to those who are of Mr. 
Clews’s line of thinking. Our people, by 
the harvest work and the hardest 
economy ever known in their expericnce, 
have held their own, and are vow on 
rising ground. They have not changed 
their ideas of what our policy should 
be, and they will continue to fight for 
bimetallism, a low tariff, state banks 
and an income tax. 

Mr. Clews will see his dream of gen- 
eral prosperity realized when the pledges 
of the democratic platform are re- 
deemed. 


The Death of Senator Vance. 

Following so closely the death of 
Senator Colquitt, it is natural that the 
loss of Senator Vance should cause the 
southern people to look forward with 
apprehension to a time in the near fu- 
ture when the last of their great soldier 
Statesmen will depart from the arena of 
their usefulness and leave their places 
to be filled by new men. 

Fortunately, Senator Colquitt has been 
succeeded by one who is worthy to take 
up his work, and it is to be hoped that 
the man who takes Senator Vance’s seat 
will be equally well equipped. 

But it causes a feeling of sadness to 
see the eminent men who have been 
so valiant in war and so wise in peace 
passing from the stage of action. These 
great confederate leaders have been 
among the most patriotic and loyal sup- 
porters of the union. They have repre- 
sented the new south as faithfully and 
ably as they ever represented the old 
south. Their conservative and Roman 
integrity has disarmed opposition, and 
they are as popular with their old 
enemies as they are with the people who 
lyave followed them for more than a 
generation. 

The south will never lack statesmen 
and orators, but it grieves her people 
to part with the leaders who have 
served them so devotedly in the storm- 
iest and most disatrous periods of our 
history, as well as in. the season of our 
prosperity. 

Colquitt and Vance were among na- 
ture’s noblemen. They lived for the 
people, and all that concerned the peo- 
ple interested them, and enlisted their 
sympathies and their energies. They be- 
longed to the school of statesmen that 
flourished in the better days of the re- 
public, and few of our great senators 
have left behind them names so splendid 
aud so stainless. 

3ut, while we mourn these two pa- 
triots, we should think of those who still 
remain with us. While we render our 
tribute of tears to the dead, Ict us not 
withhold the laurels so worthily won by 
the living!

The Currency Question. 

The Memphis Appeal-Avalanche, 
which appears to have been unduly 
influenced by the somewhat complicated 
character of the currency discussion, 
declares with eorsiderable warmth that 
“the double standard is rank nonsense,” 
and, having settled that matter, an- 
nounces that its editor is ‘a single 
standard” man. “The Appeal-Ava- 
lanche,” it says, “warts either the gold 
standard or the greenback.” 

The wide margin which the editor 
allows himself here may be covered by 
the humer of the declaration, which is 
broadly American, and therefore plain 
to the understanding. But our friend is 
so afraid of the “fiat of 40 cents in the 
silver dollar,” that he wants it all fiat— 
or what unscientific reasoners call fiat. 

This leads us to suggest that our con- 
temporary turn his attention to the 
“fiat” that must necessarily exist in all 
money. By reflection, we can get 
somewhere in the neighborhood of it. 
Suppose that gold bullion should be 
demonetized tomorrow. Suppose the 
demand for it as a money metal should 
cease all together. What would then 
be its so-called “intrinsic” value? ‘The 
world would have on hand more than 
sixty years’ supply to be used in the 
arts and sciences. Would the value of 
this commodity, with a supply out of all 
proportion to the demand, bear any re- 
lation to its value as a money metal? 

There is no such thing as “intrinsic” 
value in the articles to which the term 
is commonly epplied. Gold is valuable 
almost solely on account of its ex- 
changeable value, and its exchangeable 
value is based wholly on its money 
function. Take that away, and its 
value rests solely on the demand for it 
in the arts and sciences. This is the 
ABC of the money question. “Fiat” 
money exists only in the minds of those 
who pray to the golden calf and imagine 
that it is a god. 

The value of money, whether gold, 
silver or paper, rests wholly on the 
demand for a convenient and safe me- 
dium of excharge, and all that prevents 
every man, woman and child from per- 
ceiving and understanding this simple 
fact is the idea that they have imbibed 
and inherited that gold and silver have 
“intrinsic” value. 

In 1849, when the gold discoveries in 
California were made, the additions to 
the volume of money from that source 
caused a welcome rise in prices and 
a happy expansion of business and in- 
dustrial enterprises. This was due to 
the fact that gold fell in value, the 
fall being due to the California dis- 
eoveries. There was talk in 1850 of de- 
monetizing gold, the idea being that the 
constant additions to the world’s stock 
would reduce its value below a stable 
level. The bankers and money lenders— 
including Chevalier, the great French 
banker—were in favor of the single 
silver standard. Fortunately, these sel- 
fish counsels did not prevail, and the 
world was permitted to take advantage 
of the providential discoveries in Cali- 
fornia. 

Even now, the organs of the single 
gold standard are holding out hopes of 
relief to the people by means of gold 
discoveries in Africa and Australia. 
They say the production of gold in those 
countries is increasing, and that pretty 
soon the demand of the world for aa 
enlarged currency basis will be supplied. 
Now, this is the whole case of bimetal- 
lism. We say that silver has already 
been discovered, and that the people, 
who are now suffering from a contract- 
ed currency basis, ought to be per- 
mitted to take advantage of it. We 


say, moreover, that any combination 
or party that seeks to prevent the peo- 
ple from obtairing relief in this way, is 
committing not only a political crime, 
but is guilty of a crime against society. 
How serious this crime is may be esti- 
mated from the fact that in the city 
of New York alone, those who are able 
have been compelled to tax themselves 
$15,000,000 during the past’ twelve 
months to prevent the idle workers in 
that city from absolute starvation. 
The difficulty with a paper currency is 
not “irredeemability,” or ;the “fiat” ele- 
ment, but the danger that ignorance and 
avarice—qualities that go hand in hand— 
will insist on issuing more than the 
people really need; the danger of making 
the supply greater than the demand. 
If there could be some gauge or measure 
whereby a paper issue could be kept 
level with the expanding demands of 
business and population, a paper cur- 
rency would be as valuable as, and far 
more effective, than gold. There never 
was a premium on the greenbacks dur- 
ing the war, until Wall street compelled 
the government to pass a law refusing 
these notes in payment of customs dues. 
This not only discredited the notes, but 
caused a demand for gold where none 
had existed before. At once there was a 
small premium on gold, the gold board 
was organized in Walk street, and the 
avarice of the gold ring had full swipg. * 


The Lessonjof a Beautiful City. 

According to the assessment lists of 
the District of Columbia real estate 
listed at $11,500,000 is owned by 150 
persons who are winter residents. The 
real value of this property is said to be 
about $30,000,000. 

Washington has been made a _ beau- 
tiful city, and rich men all over the 
country are seeking homes there during 
at least half of-the year. The city is 
kept cleaner than apy other town of its 
population in America. Its wide, well- 
paved streets and boulevards, numer- 
ous parks, beautiful statuary, public 
structures and other attractions gratify 
the eye and appeal to an aesthetic taste. 

The city has a population of perhaps 
over 300,000. It has few industries, and 
its trade merely supplies the local de- 
mand. But it is a desirable place of 
residence and the millionaires flock 
there. These rich residents spend mil- 
lions every year, and their money goes 
into every channel and benefits every 
class. 

There is a lesson to be learned from 
Washington.. A city like Atlanta, with 
the start it already has, could very 
easily add to its attractions and supple- 
ment its advantages in a way that 
would draw wealthy men from all parts 
of the union, and induce them to invest 
here, and reside among us at least 
several mnths of every year. 

Atlanta is neither too far north nor 
too far south for an ideal place*of resi- 
dence. It has an unsurpassed climate 
and a pure water supply. Our death 
rate is phenomenally low, and epidemic 
diseases are unknown. Thousands of 
well-to-do citizens have come here from 
other states to enjoy our natural and 
artificial advantages, and there is no 
reason why we should not continue to 
improve and beautify the city until it 
will attract wealthy settlers from the 
far north and the far west. 

Washington teaches a lesson that can 
be profitably utilized by Atlanta.

Has not 
the political history of Kansas been quite 
as satisfactory and given quite as many 
evidences of civilization as the political 
history of New York city? ’If vigorous pa- 
triotism, if prevalent honesty in the admin- 
istration of public affairs, if respect for law 
and obedience to it, are evidences of civili- 
zation, then Kansas must be quite as civ- 
llized as New York. Taking Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt’s recent “History of New York 
City’”’ and skimming the table of contents 
from 1775 down, one strikes such hints as 
these: ‘“‘Lukewarmness About Revolution,” 
“Mob Violence,” “Tory Plots,’’ ‘Doctors’ 
Mob Riots,’ ‘Political Riots,’ ‘‘The Spoils 
System,” “Riots,” “Election Frauds,” “‘Mu- 
nicipal Bribery,’ ““Police Riots,” “‘Secession 


Riots,” “‘Draft Riots,” ‘Hibernian Riots,” . 


“Political Corruption,” “Stock Swindling,” 
“The Tweed Ring,’ etc. New York city 
was the stronghold of disloyalty in 1710; 
and in January, 1861, its mayor, in a mes- 
sage to the common council; “proclaimed 
disunion to be a fixed fact, and proposed 
that New York herself secede and become 4 
free city with but a nominal duty on im- 
perts.”” The New York draft riot was more 
horrible and barbarous than anything ever 
charged to the bushwhackers and guerillas 
of the south. The rich and the poor were 
piundered. Inoffensive negroes were put to 
death by torture. Charitable institutions 
were attacked. The atternpt was 
masie to burn a hospital filled with 
woundcd soldiers. New York state and 
New York city were unable or unwilling to 
crush the mob, and regiments of troops had 
to be withdrawn from the front at a critical 


time to restore order, These troops attack- 
ed the rioters, as Mr. Roosevelt says, with 


a commendable desire to do them harm. 
did them harm, shooting some 1,200 
the affair was ended.

The stockholders met at the exposition 
rooms at 1! o'clock yesterday morning and 
chose the board of directors to whom is to 
be entrusted the important work of build- 
ing this great enterprise. 

Later in the day the directors held a 
short. meeting and took the preliminary 
sieps towards permanent organization and 
the election of permanent officers. It was 
evideit in both meetings that there will 
be no delay now that the uncertainty has 
been removed. YEverybody manifested the 
greatest interest in the work in hand and 
it was evident from the start that the old 
Atlanta spirit is back of this exposition 
movement as strongly as it’ was back of 
anything which this city has undertaken. 

Phe Steckholders Meet. 

At the morning’s meeting there first came 
a meeting of the incorporators, who formal- 
ly accepted an amendment to the charter 
and then turned over the charter and sub- 
scription list to the stockholders. 

Mr. Hemphill was called to the chair in 
the stockholders meeting and Mr. Cabaniss 
acted as secretary. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. E. P. 
Chamberlin, Ek. P. Black and F. P. Rice 
was appointed on proxies. It was found 
that 820 shares, considerably more than a 
majority, were represented in person and 
by proxy. 

Chairman Hemphill then submitted the 
charter to the stockholders and it was 
spread upon the ininutes of the meeting. 

Governor Bullock submitted the by-laws 
of the company, which, with one or two 
slight changes, were adopted. 

Mr. Jack Spalding then moved that a 
committe of seven be appointed to nominate 
a board of directors. This was adopted and 
the chairman appotnted Mr. 8.

The captain’s remarks were received with 
hearty applause and the stockholders, when 
they left, took with them subscription lists 
in erder to aid in this important feature of 
increasing the funds. 

When the stockholders adjourned a meet- 
ing of ihe directors was called for 4:30 in 
the afternoon. 

‘the Directors in Session. 

At the directors’ meeting there was al- 
most a full attendance, a few being de- 
tuined at the meeting of the council.

It is expected that this will 
bring hearty endorsements, not only from 
all parts of the south, but from all parts of 
the country. And these endorsements will 
unquestionably be of great value in secur- 
ing gcvernment recognition of the exposi- 
tion and showing to the people of the en- 
lire country that it is not Atlanta alone 
Which desiree this exposition, but that it 
is really to be international in its scope.

The Secret of the Recent Assault Upon 
Patrolman Flynn. 


THE MAN WHO STRUCK THE BLOW 


Surrenders Himeelf to the Police and Tells 
the Story-—The Officer Was with 
His Wite at the Time. 


A sensational phase was put on the as- 
fault muede upoir Patrolman Fiyain in. the 
dark Sunday night. 

The man who handled the brick that 
knocked the officer senseless turned up yes- 
terday morning and admitted without the 
slightest trace of hesitation that he threw 
the missile and had no apologies to make 
for it. He did it, he said, because Officer 
Flynn was welking with his wife. 

it Was rumored in police circles late Sun- 
day night that Flynn’s assailant was J. 
N. Oaks, a railroad man who resides in the 
western portion of the city. This. was re- 
garded as highly probable from the fact 
that Oaks was seen near where the assault 
occurred. He made no aitempt to get away, 
however. 

Karly yesterday morning the policemen 
were notified to arrest Mr. OaxKxs on @ 
charge of assaulting Officer Flynn. Oaks 
did not wait for the officers to hunt him up, 
but gave himself up to Patrolman Phillips 
yest day morning on his way to police 
headquarters. He was carried down and 
lockeu up on a charge of assault. 


To several officers he told the _ story, 


among them Detectives Looney and Officer 


Barrett. He frankly admitted having 
Struck the officer, but said that he did-not 
use a brick. He said that he gave the po- 
liceman a powerful blow with his fist which 
sent Potrolman Flynn to the ground with 
terrible force. He says the officer’s inju- 
ries were mainly caused py falling. 

Oaks Says he was present during the ser- 
Vices at the mission, but was not with his 
wife. He thought he noticed her pay some 
attention to the officer, and after the ser- 
vices were over he Kept an eve on her. 

With quite a party Mrs. Oaks and Officer 
Flynn started up Marietta street. They 
kept along that street until Spring was 
reached and turned down toward buckie. 
Mr. Oaks followed close behind, and just 
before Luckie was reached he Knocked 
Fiynn to tue sia JK witn one swift blow. 

Instead of running away he says he re- 
mained until Flynn was lifted to his feet 
and restored from the dead condition into 
which the terrible fall threw him. He then 
walked leisurely away. He savs trat all 
the people in the party saw him. He went 
home and remained there until vesterday 
morning. His first-act after zetting up was 
to start for police headquarters to give 
himself up. He was locked up during the 
morning, and a warrant for assault was 
taken out against him by Patrolman Phil- 
lips. In the afternoon he was carried before 
a justice and Fis bond fixed at $50. This 
was given and he went free. 

Later in the day Chief Connolly heard cf 
Officer Phillips’s action and was quite indig- 
nant over it.. He ordered that Oaks be re- 
arrested, saying that he intended to take 
cut a warrant against him fot assault with 
intent to murder. This order was read to 
the evening watch, but as Oaks had prob- 
ably gone out on his regular run, he was 
not found. 

During the day yesterday Mrs. Oaks call- 
ed at Chief Connolly’s office and stated that 
nothing had occurred between herself and 
Officer i*lynn that would warrant an as- 
sault. She said that he was merely one 
of the party returning from church. 

Officer Flynn was confined to his bed 
yesterday, and probablv will be for several 
days. He was frightfully bruised up in his 
Sunday night experience, and may be con- 
fined for several days. He is one of the 
youngest officers on the force, and has a 
good record. He is unmarried, and during 
his connection with the police department 
he has never failed in the discharge of his 
duties and has always been readv and will- 
ing to work. Chief Connolly will suspend 
v.ucer Flynn from duty until the case can 
be investigated. 

Mr. Oaks is a railway engineer, and his 
standing with the road is excellent. He has 
a reputation for steadiness and hard work.

L A joint note and mortgage being execut- 

ed by uusbaiu and Wife fur a consideration 

in money afterwards to be advanced by a 
creditor the wife is bound only to the ex- 
tent of so much of the consideration as she 
afterwards received, and in order to charge 
her with advances made to her husband on 
drafts drawn and signed by him individually 
and not as agent for her, the creditor must 
show, not only that he was authorized to 
act as her agent, but that he so acted in 
drawing the drafts and receiving the pro- 
geeds, or else that the proceeds were actu- 
ally used for her benefit in the business to 
which his agency related. 

2. A power of attorney by which a wife 
appoints her husband to act for her, recit- 
ing that she has this day nominated and 
appointed and does by these presents nom- 
inate and appoint and authorize him to 
transact all and any business for her, make 
for all necessary purchases for cash or on 
credit. and execute and sign notes, mort- 
gages, deeds and other papers as to him 
may seein proper and right for the advance- 
ment and proper management of her bus- 
iness of every sort and declaring that she 
ratifies and contirms all his acts made for 
her ‘‘in pursuance of the aforesaid purposes 
from and after this date as fully and com- 
pletely as if done by herself,”’ is no author- 
ity tor or ratification of drafts previously 
drawn by the husband in his own name, 
and consequently this power will not, of it- 
self justify any charge against her for the 
amount of such drafts; nor will she be 
chargeable with the amount of similar 
drafts drawn by him after the execution 
of such power, without extrinsic evidence, 
showing that he acted as her agent or at- 
torney in drawing the drafts and receiving 
the proceeds, or, if he did not. that he actu- 
ally applied the proceeds to her use and not 
to his own use. 

3. The action being on a joint promissory 
note made by husband and wife, evidence 
that in point of fact the credit was given to 
the wife only, is not competent. This would 
contradict the written contract on which 
the action is founded. 

4. One of the plaintiffs, testifving as a 
witness, having stated in his evidence that 
he was not personally acquainted with the 
defendant when she shipped certain cotton 
and that all communication between them 
had been by letter, and the letters them- 
selves being in evidence, it was not compe- 
tent for him to testify that she shipped the 
cotton for a specified purpose, inasmuch as 
this purpose could not be known to him 
except from the correspondence or by hear- 


5. In an action against the wife upon a 


joint promissory note made by’ her and her 
husband, evidence is relevant Which shows 
that a part of the consideration went direct- 
ly from the creditor to the husband on a 
draft or check drawn by him individually, 
and was used by him or by a firm of which 
he was a member. As to money obtained 
by a husband on the joint credit of himself 
and wife and applied to his own use, he is 
the real primary debtor and, the wife is in 
the position of a surety.

The biologist who cannot with man- 
ual skill collect his material from the ocean 
depths is land bound; if he cannot adjust 
his microscope he is blind, and if he can 
not make a drawing of what he sees he is 
dull and obscure, for words will not convey 
to others that which may be represented 
by a few clear lines.

it would probably be found that a smooth 
surface of iron or steel is about the worst 
which we can give to our ships. For a 
smooth metal surface has apparently the 
property of attracting and detaining the 
particles of water in contact with it, 
whether by molecular attraction or other- 
wise. ‘hereby the water in immediate con- 
tact with the vessel’s side or bottom is 
drawn along with her and its particles com- 
municate their motion to an outer circle 
of particles, and so on till a vast mass of 
water is set constantly in motion along 
With the ship. 

This is precisely what we want to avoid 
as the essence of the reduction of fiuid 
friction is to slip through tne water with 
the least possible disturbance. Herein lies, 
as I imagine, the great advantage of the 
surface structure of the fish. It would 
probably be found by experiment that an 
exact model of a fish in any ordinary ma- 
terial, as wood, iron, steel, etc., when 
towed through the water at a given rate, 
would communicate motion to a straw or 
light floating object lying near its course 
to a far greater extent than would the 
real fish passing through the water at the 
same _ speed. Experiment on this point 
would be easy, and would be as valuable 
and suggestive, when applied to different 
materials and surfaces, as the former sug- 
gested experiments on horse power.
